He was called from Knoxville to the 
F irst Methodist church of Birming­ 
ham. From that city he was called to 
Tailladegd. Later he served a second 
charge in Birmingham. He was sent 
to Athens college following his pastor, 
ate at the First Methodist church of 
Birmingham. Dr. Duncan was pastor 
of the First Methodist church here at 
two different times, and was serving 
the second year of his second call here, 
at the time of hie death.
